“Thorny are the paths trod by gentlemen of the
press in Frapce under Napoleon 111, During
he yeur which hus just terminated thero have
&en twenty-one warnings, sixteen trinls fol
iwed by condeumintions, two selzures, tour
suppressions, and two ‘interdictions ol terri
tory,’ to say nothing of the eapriclous confison-
tions to which foreign journals are dmily ox-
posed. The fudicial condemnations of 1866

nt in fines 10,176 franes (not including
law costs), and in lmprisonmeat eight years,
four months, aud tweniyone days, Editors
have haa to pay 6124 Irance, and to undergo
elght montha of prison; printers, 1260 Irancs
and three months and fifteen days of prison, and
writers, 800 {rance and seven yoars, five
months, and six days of prison. The chlel re-
sult o1 this severity haa been to confer import-
ance on individusis who would otherwise have
been insignificant, and to give a wide elrenlation
to writings which otherwise wonld have becn
ilittle read.”

J80 days, will produce one hundred aud sisty-
five million francs in the yeur, amd this is in
Paris alone. The audreity with which these
woner-boirvg are insistod on s somoething startling.,
i gubgeribed to a tovernment paper o short time
since, Three daye after having pald my sub-
soription, the office messenger called to demand
his pourboire. Woe to mo had 1 relused this
extortion.”
